How the Merchants’ Terminal 
Railway Bill Passed the 
Council. 


Maj. J. H. McNamara Secretly | ! 
Feld the Sealed Envelopes 
in Trust for Councilmen. 


A One-Ninth Interest in the Franchise 
Exchanged by a Bribed Coun- 
cilman for $2,200. 


The Stormy Interview Between the Prej~ „ 
ors and the Kicking Councilman Who 
Was Neatly Tricked Out of His Bribe— 
Here Are Facts for the Grand-Jury to 
Hunt Down— Another One-Ninth Interest 
Which Was Paid for Pulling Mayor Noon 
an Off and Securing the Support of 
Councilman Phil Rohan—President Rain- 
water Says This Was a ‘‘Legitimate’’ 
Transaction— Father Walsh Discusses 
Projector Tom Scott—The ‘‘Post-Dis- 
patch’’ Developments and the Official 
Records Compared—Read Between the 
Lines. 


Tne Merchants’ Terminal bill was boodled 
through the Assembly. 

Theevidence is at hand. When the bill was 
pending in the Coundil the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal people began to despair of its passage 
because they became convinced that two 
members of the Council whose positions upon 
committees put them in control of the situa- 
tion were not disposed favorably towards it. 
They set about to accertain what was at the 
bottom ofthe antagonism. : 

They found out. 

One of the two Councilmen referred to was 
fighting the bill because of his allegiance to 
Mayor Noonan, who was opposed to it because 
one of its promoters was his arch enemy, 
Mayor David R. Francis. 

The reason for the opposition of the other 
Councilman was entirely of a pecuniary na- 
ture. 

The manner in which it was learned by the 
Merchants’ Terminal people was rather 
roundabout. Thomas Cleary, the Superin- 
tendentof the Poor-House, wenl to Mayor 
Francis, who had appointed him, and told 
him to teil Maj. Rainwater, who is President 
of the Terminal Co., thatif he wished to deal 
with the Councilman aforesaid’ he coul¢ do so 
through a certain attorney, whose is ag 
Seventh and Chestnut streets. 

The negotiations were opened. That the 
dicker was made there is strong evidence, and 
itis submitted. 

Both the Mercants’ Terminal projectors and 
the Councilman were distrustful of one an- 
other, and it became necessary to agree on 
some plan of exchange which would give 
equal assurance to both that they wonld not 
be tricked. The first point, however, was the 
terms upon which the Counciiman was to let 
go the hold he had upon the bill and work for 
its passage. This was easily settied. The 
Counciiman was to be given one-ninth inter- 
est in the francise. 

The matter of conveying this one-ninth 
share was the difficult point to be settled. 

The Councilman suggested that Maj. James 
H. McNamara, the architect at Third and Lo- 
cust streets, be given it to hold for him in 
trust until he had carried, out his part of the 
contract. 

This was satisfactory to the projectors ofthe 
Merchants’ Terminal people. 

Maj. McNamara was given 

A SEALED PACKAGE 
by the principal projectors of the Merchants’ 
Terminal, and he held that package, he ad- 
mits, on an understanding with some of the 
Councilmen. 

What the contents were Mr. McNamara states 
he does not know. He is equally ignorant, he 
Bays, of the agreement between the Merch- 
ants’ Terminal people and the Councilman or 
Councilmen for whom he held the package. 
He was simply asked to hold it until he was 
told to give it over to the Councilmanor to 
give it back to those who gave it to bim. 

He says he gave it back to Messers. C. C. 
Rainwater, S. W. Cobb, Jno. D. Perry and 
John H. Overall. 

Why he gave it back to them instead of to 
the Councilmen he does not know, except 
that they asked him for it and he surrendered 
it, there being no objection from the parties 
of the second part. 

When Maj, Rainwater was seen this morn- 
ing and asked aboutthe package which Mr. 
McNamara held he said he thought it must 
have been the contract with an attorney for 
legimate work in favor of the bill. 

f he thinks so he is mistaken. He ought to 
know better 

The character of the work which the attor- 
ney was to have performed and did perform 
for the ninth interest in the franchise 
is fully and completely told below and makes 
a most readable story. But it is not as inter- 
esting as the boodling scheme. 

Why Mr. McNamara should hold an agree- 
ment with an attorney fora perfectly legiti- 
mate piece of business was notexplained by 
the Merchants’ Terminal Co.’s President. He 
simply denied that Mr. McNamara had held 
any stock of the company in trust for a Ooun- 
cilman. 

The facts as the Post-DigPaTcH has discov- 
ered are that when the stock or agreement or 

whatever it was which Mr. McNamara held 
was returned by him to those who gave it to 
thatthe Councilman who was making 
the dicker with the proprietors of the term- 
inal road went to one of the incorporators 
and complained bitterly that he was not being 
dealt with squarely, and that the Merchants 
Terminal representative turned on him and 
told him flat-footed that he was a boodler, 
and that he had no business to talk abont

The Tariff Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—The hearing 
before the Committee of Ways and Means was 
opened this morning with an argument by Mr. 
Edmund Whitman of Boston in favor of the 


removal of the duty on flax. 
The resent rates, he said, had now 
been in force nineteen years, and yet the 


product of flax in this country had steadily 
decreased. It was practically a non-existent 
industry. Its culture required too much 
arduous manual labor and technical skill. 
The product had fallen off from 27, 000, 000 
pounds in 1860 to 5,000,000 pounds in 1870, and 
to-day it was 850 insignificant that no 
one could tell what it was. The 
duty was therefore a burden to the linen man- 
ufacturers without being ee to the 
farmer. The importation of linen goods had 
increased four told since the duty was placed 
on flax, the amount in value tn 1888 being 
$16,500,000. Much of this linen might be made 
in this country, but forthe duty on flax. He 
argued, therefore, that the duties should be 
removed from all grades of flax, dressed and 
undressed. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Oarlisie, the 
Witness said that the only flax goods made in 
this country were twines and the coarsest 
kinds of towels; that about ten million 
of capital was invested in the business here; 
that it had practically no competition from 
abroad, and that fine linens were not made 
here. There was no reason, therefore, why 
the duty on flax should not be removed. 

The Chairman: ‘‘If you had free flax would 
you want any protection for the goods that 
you manufacture?’’ 

The witneds: I do not think I would ask 
any duty on our products. 

The Chairman: ‘‘You would not advise any 
reduction of the present duties?’’ 

Witness: ‘‘No, I think not.’’ 

The next statement was made by Mr. Ander- 
son of Maine, a manufacturer of fancy cassi- 
meres, broadcioth,:etc. He argued in favor 
of a restoration of the duties on such goods to 
about where they stood prior tothe change 
made in the tariff law of 1883 and in opposi- 
tion to the removal of the duties on wool. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Carlisle, the 
witness said that he did not want the rates 
which were increased by the tariff of 1883 re- 
duced to what they had been, but that he 
wanted the rates which had been reduced 
put up to what they had been. 

A petition from flax hacklers of Paterson, 
N. J., in favor of the duties on flax, was pre- 
sented by the Chairman, and one from Phila- 
delphia signed by a large number of persons 
asking for free raw materials was presented 
by Mr. Carlisle. 

The next statement was made by Mr. J. R. 


Turner, Jr., of Boston, President of the Flax 


and Hemp Spinners’ Association. He com- 
plained that his business had not the same 


degree of protection as other § indus- 
tries had, and that consequently, on 
many lines of gooas, competition with 


foreign countries could not be kept up. He 
argued in favor of an increase of duties on

THE RAILWAY STRIKE, 


Complete Tie-Up of Trains on the Mackey 
System of Roads. . 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Jan. 4.—This is the 
sixth day of the strike of all employes on the 
Mackey system here, except the engineers 
and firemen, causing a complete tie-up. The 
strikers claim that eight men,chiefly conduct- 
ors, have been relieved by Master of Trans- 
portation Hurd because of their connection 
with a recent strike, and they demand bis im- 
mediate suspension and the reinstatement of 
the discharged men. President Mackey re- 
fuses to suspend Mr. Hurd, but offers to take 
up the cases of the discharged men, who he 
claims were removed for cause, chiefly drunk- 
enness, and personally investigate them, and 
if the men have deen harshiy dealt 
with to reinstate them. The 


strikers have possession of the company’s 
property and prevented trains from being run 
on the first day of the strike by pulling the 
link and pins and ordering the engineer and 
fireman out ot their cab. Since that time no 
attempt has been made to get out trains, al- 
though the company has imported men from 
St. Louis to take the strikers’ places. This 
morning one of the new men was clubbed and 
violence is feared ifthe company attempts to 

et out trains. The company charges the 

ayor with failure to furnish policemen to 
clear the property of trespassers and claims 
that the trains would be handled if this was 
done. A large number of factories are un- 
able to run because of the strixe.

No 
opponent of the bill ever approached him 
to have him oppose the bill. He went 
to New York when the bill came 
before the Senate because the Wash- 
ington centennial celebration took place 
there at that time, and he had been making 
preparations for six months to attend it. He 
was under no pledge toremain here to look 
after the measure. In short, Mr. Carroll 
makes acomplete denialof allthe charges 
made against him in connection with the 
matter. 


The Postmastership Caucus. 


A caucus of the three St. Louis Congress 
men was held this morning at the office of 
Congressman Kinsey to agree upon a candi- 
date for Postmaster. The attempt proved 
futile, however, as each of the Congressmen 
clung to bis favorite for the position. 
George Bain was the first choice of one and 
appeared to be the second choice of the 
othertwo.

The Physicians Convinced of the Presence of 
the Disease—The Symptoms, 


The physicians are finally convinced that 
la grippe, the Russian influenza, has reached 
St. Louis. H. Martin Willlams, the politician,

of the city. It isby no means epidemic as 
yet, but the weather is calculated to assist it 
materially in that direction.

La grippe comes on very much the same as 
a cold, and is marked by a heavy headache, 
pain in the eyes, soreness of the body, 
in the back. and muscles loss of 
appetite and a feeling of general lassitude. 
Then follows a watering at the eyes and nose 
and a somewhat vigorous sneezing. In cough- 
ing the sensation is as if the head was about 
to burstopen. The attack lasts three to ten 
daysand, while a person with proper care 
may not be in any — danger, he is about as 
thoroughly uncomfortable as he could be.

MAKING HAIRPINS. 


Hew Those Useful Articles of Woman's 
Toilet Are Manufactured. 


Hairpins that bear a French label on the 
package, as well as those having an American 
label, are nearly, if not quite, all manufact- 
ured at Birmingham, England. A hairpin 
manufactory is a very interesting place to 
spend a pleasant half hour. The hairpin isa 
very small article, yet it forms an important 
article of commerce, and a great deal of com- 


plicated and costly machinery is used to turn 
them out in sufficient quantities to meet the 
ever-increasing demends of an advancing civ- 
ilization. In a hairpin manufactory on the 
ground floor are situated the engine, boiler 
and japanning rooms. 

Ascending to the second floor, there is found 
all the machinery used in cutting, pointing, 
bending, crimping and the hairpin. 

The material of which hairpins are usually 
made is steel wire. This comes to the hairpin 
manufactory wound around immense spools. 
These are placed in a machine that draws off 
the wire, straightens and cuts it into the re- 
— lengths, each of these lengths 

ropping into a box the, proper size, to pre- 
vent their lying at right angles to each other, 
anda 1 shake given the box causes them 
all to lie parallel. 

In front of this box and just below itis a 
solid wheel,the periphery of which is grooved 
parallel with the axis. These grooves are just 
the size of the wire, and the face of the whee! 
is ofa size to allow the straight wires to jut 
overatrifie at each end. As this wheel re- 
volves it receives the wires at the top, and as 
the wheel slowly revolves it carries the wires 
with it. Ontheside that they would fall off 
by force of gravity they are tigbely held in 
place by a belt similar toa siack-belt tight- 
ener, which is often used on short belts. 

While being held in place by this belt they 
are also ground on their projecting ends to the 
required sbape by two small grindstones, set 
at an angle that will properly point them. 
Now as the wheel further revolves the wires 
drop off and fall into a box made just the 
length to receive them. It is during the work- 
ing of this machine that a noise which much 
resembles a duet played on the Scotch bag- 

ipes is evolved. The wires are now ready 

or the next machine, which is called a 
bender. This machine has a steel box with a 
slanting bottom. At the bottom of the slant 
is a longitudinal aperture of sufficient size to 
allow the wires to fall out one at a time. 

They fall between two plates of hardened 
steel, at the bottomof which works a steel 
rod finely — ap on the end. It slides back 
just far enough to allow of one wire ata time 
to fall through the steel plates and is then 
driven forward through a small hole in a plate 
of hardened steel, conveying the double- 
1 piece of steel wire with it and bend - 

ng it into the proper shape ofa hairpin. 
Some have to becrimped, and these are passed 
between a set of steel jawe that closes on them 
one at a time and crimps them for a portion of 
= length on each prong into a waved out- 
ine. 

They are now ready to receive their first coat 
of japan. On being taken tothe ground floor, 
about half a bushel is placed in a large crock,

Judge Peters of Mt. Sterling and the late 
Jefferson Dayis were class-mates for two 
years at Transylvania. The Judge hae set 
down some recoliections of the Southern 
statesman, though itis more thau sixty-five 
years since they saw each other. He says: 

„When I was with him he was a good 
student, always prepared with his lessons, 
very respectful and polite to the president 
and professors. I never heard him repri- 
manded for neglecting his studies or for mis- 
conduct of any sort during his stay at the 
univetsity. He was amiable, prudent, and 
kind to all with whom he was associated, and 
beloved by teachers and students. He was 
rather taciturn in disposition. He was of 
good form, indicating a good constitution;

NEW YorK, Jan. 4.—The clattering hoofs 
that pounded the frozen dirt at Clifton yes- 
terday found no echo in thiscity.
